seek to restrict funds for use in 
Vietnam to defensive and dis- 
engagement operations. Several 
more would request the United 
Notions to send a peace-keeping 
force to Vietnam to supervise the 
withdrawal of all foreign forces. 
All. of these proposals, however, 
are ''characterized by the fact that 
they seek to replace, rather than 
complement U President i Nixon's 
Vietnam policy; : . •" . 

This Member of Congress lias 
submitted a viable alternative to 
the earlier withdrawal resolu- 
tions. * Basically, the McClory 
Resolution, House Concurrent 
Resolution 321, calls for a total 
withdrawal of American forces 
from South Vietnam by Novem- 
ber 3D, 1971, subject to three con- 
ditibns: 

1) a total cease-fire by August 
IS, 1871, .to be supervised by a 
UN Military Observer Group; 
• '21 return of all American pris- 
oners of. War by September 1, 
1971, to be supervised by. the UN 
Commission on Human Rights; 

3). commitments by North 
Vietnam and all other, govern- 
ments with military forces in 
South Vietnam to likewise with- 
draw by November 30, 1971, also 
under the supervision of UN Mili- 
tary Observer Group. 

This resolution further. provides 
that, once all American prison- 
ers of war are returned, all Am- 
erican forces ore then to with- 
draw to the perimeters of certain 
military installations— to be des- 
ignated by the Presidentr-and not 
to engage in any ground action or 
ground reconnaisance thereafter. 
This provision has been inserted 
into the McClory resolution in or- 
der to provide ail possible safe- 
guards against any risk of cease- 
fire violations. 

The McClory Resolution also 
states that matters concerning 
the placement of refugees in Indi- 
china be referred to the United 
Nations Commission on. Human 
Rights and that the . procedures 
for negotiating a final peace set- 
tlement between the governments 
of North and' South " Vietnam 
should be finally decided by the 
United Nations. 

In the past. North Vietnam has 
refused to discuss the question of 
POW exchange until the United 
States has declared a specific 
withdrawal date. The McClory 
Resolution seeks to overcome this 
impasse by setting November 
30th date as the date by which 
total withdrawal will be com- 
pleted. Americans being held by 
the North Vietnamese will not be 
abandoned, however, for the Res- 
olution contains the provision that 
final troop. withdrawal, is contin- 
gent, upon the ■ exchange of all 
prisoners of war. Indeed, the res- 
olution should provide a. strong 



change without further delay. 

In submitting this resolution, It 
is' felt that Members of Congress 
have an obligation to offer pro- 
posals which assist the President 
in his plan to terminate the con- 
flict in Vietnam. The McClory 
Resolution attempts to present a 
constructive ' position which will 
serve to enhance efforts to attain

In addition . to the person or 
firm whom you hire to do the

ors) also could qualify, for a me- 
chanic's lien against your prop- 
erty, if not paid for their service 
by ' him. 

In case of the contractor, the 
lien against the property owner 
lasts without further action for 
Iwo years.

Under Illinois law, all liens ex- 
pire within two years of com- 
pletion- of the. property improve- 
ment.

A sponsor of the Narcotics Re- 
habilitation and Drug Abuse Act 
of 1968, the 12th District Congress- 
man has given close attention to 
the critical problem of drug 
abuse in the nation.

charged with "unethical and un- 
professional conduct" with refer- 
ence to his law practice. When 
one considers the many thous- 
ands of lawyers currently engag- 
ed in tho practice of law in Illi- 
nois, the number of these occur- 
ences is extremely small. This 
adverse publicity is. often the 
ONLY thing that non-lawyers 
hear about the ethics' of the legal 
profession, and then in a nega- 
tive %sensc. People who abide 
by the rules of their profession 
or occupation usually do not 
make newsworthy stories. 

What many people. do not real- 
ize is that strict rules of conduct 
arc imposed upon attorneys by 
what is known as the "Code of 
Professional Responsibility." The 
Illinois Stale Bar Association has 
canons- of ethics set out in the 
code which its members must ob- 
serve, and the Illinois Supreme 
Court has stated many times that 
lawyers may be. subject to pro- 
fessional discipline for not obscr- 
ing these canons. The code of 
ethics is policed and enforced 
largely by the lawyers them- 
selves. Violations may lead to 
professional discipline such as 
disbarment, censure or suspen- 
tion from the practice of law. , 

The following are some of the 
more signicanb ISBA- canons 
within the framework of which 
Illinois: lawyers are to conduct 
their practices: 

1>. Influencing Decisions. A law- 
yer is not allowed to attempt to 
exert personal influence oh a 
court and may not' approach a 
judge outside of court for the pur- 
pose of obtaining the judge's 
views or influencing his opinions 
on matters before him in court 
nor may a lawyer privately con- 
tact members of. a jury in order 
to influence their decisions.

defend the accused, a lawyer is 
bound to utilize by fair mcaps all 
defenses which arc available un- 
der the law. The public prosecu- 
tor's primary concern is not to 
convict the accused, but to sec 
that justice is done. Consequently 
he may be duty bound to aid the 
accused if he learns of facts which 
establish his innocence, 

3) Conflicting Interests. A law- 
yer -may not represent two or 
more. parties in the same matter 
if the interests of one parly con- 
flict with the interests of the oth- 
er—unless he explains the situa- 
tion fo-all parties involved and 
obtains their consent to continue 
in the matter as their attorney. 
Also, a lawyer cahTt, represent a 
client in a matter which would 
require him to divulge informa- 
tion revealed to him in confidence 
by a former client. 

4> Confidential Information. 
This is of prime 'importance in 
preserving the dignity of the leg- 
al profession. A lawyer must 
guard scrupulously the facts re- 
vealed to him in secret by a 
client. He or his employees may 
not disclose any confidential in- 
formation even to close relatives, 
even after his employment on the 
case is ended. He can't be forced 
to testify about confidential dis- 
closures, unless the client con- 
sents or the client is about to 
commit a crime. 

5) Fixing Fees. Lawyers must 
charge reasonable fees. They are 
admonished against charging 
more than their usual fee because 
a client is able to pay a higher 
rate. However, every lawyer is 
expected to donate some services 
to those who would iiol otherwise 
be able lo afford a lawyer. 
> f>> Solicitation. Lawyers arc 
strictly forbidden to solicit pro- 
fessional employment in any way. 
For example, lawyers may not 
use circulars, advertisements, oj* 
runners in order to secure law 
business, Solicitation or so called 
"ambulance chasing" is conduct 
which is reprehensible and under* 
mines the traditions and best in- 
terests of the legal profession.

It hears suits for goods or ser- 
vices, personal injury or property 
damage and for various, other 
claims based on tort or contract, 
provided the amount at stake is 
not more than $1,000, exclusive 
of costs and interest. Also,' coun- 
ty offficials use the Court tor 
suits to collect unpaid personal 
property taxes within this limit. 
Until July, 1969 the Court could 
handle only cases involving $500 
or less. 

■ According to the Illinois Slate 
Bar Association, a person may 
file a claim with the Court for a 
small fee, he won't need an attor- 
ney unless. he wants one, and his 
case will be decided by a judge 
at an informal hearing— unless ! 
either the plaintiff or the defend- 
ant asks for a jury. If requested, 
a jury of six is provided at a cost 
of $12.50 or, if specified, a jury 
of 12 at a cost of $25. 
Generally, the ISBA says, pro- 
cedures followed in the Small 
Claims Court arc as follows: j 

A short and simple complaint 
is filed with the Court. The com- 
plaint states the nature and. ex- 
tent of , the claim, the name, ad- 
dress and telephone number of 
the -plaintiff- and the defendant's 
name and residence. or business 
address. The cost to file the 
complaint may he as little as $10 
or less ($11 in Circuit Court, Cook 
County, in cases of from $500 to 
$1,000.) A summons may be 
served by certified mail to an 
address of tho defendant within 
the county for a fee of $1.50 or it 
may be served by a shcrftf. 

The date and time off the hear- 
ing is slated in the summons. 
The defendant is not required to 
file a formal answer to the com- 
plaint with the Court unless or- 
dered to do so by the Court, Also, 
depositions and other discovery 
methods for the collection of evi- 
dence, often, employed in other 
cases, arc not permitted except 
as authorized by the Court. 

During the hearing, strict rules 
for the admission of evidence 
may be dispensed with and, after 
a statement of tho claim, the, de- 
fendant proceeds -to prove any 
fensc. he may have. Unless a 
jury has been requested, the 
judge will render his verdict. 
If the Court rules in favor of the 
plaintiff, a judgment, including 
court costs, is entered against 
the defendant, who may be al- 
lowed to pay in installments. 
Costs, would include the jury fee, 
if a jury was demanded.

However, if a 
veteran is eligible for' RH and 
wishes to surrender his present 
policy, he may replace it with 
RH. He must apply for RH with- 
in one year, from the date of his 
service connected rating.

of a World War n veteran be dis- 
continued because I received on 
inheritance of $4,0007 . 
j A-^-No. - Under the law, the in- 
heritance may, not effect your 
payments until the first of the 
year after, that in which it is re- 
ceived- . Then, unless your estate 
is' excessive, your pension rate 
will be computed on ' your antici- 
pated income only.
